I^xlngton, Ky., .Nov. 21. _ The bur- 
ley tobacco district of Kentucky, Ohio 
and Indiana was divided into twenty- 
two district Saturday night by the 
committee on distrioting tad elsotioaa, 
but the date o fthe eleotioas wu not 
agreed upon, being left to a later 
meeting of the oommittee. 

Deolsloa In the maUer of the dis- 
tricts came after three days of delib- 
eration. In which an effort w:is iiiadc 
to harmonize all differences of opinion 
as to what plan was licst in the 
alignment of the counties. Tlic com- 
mittee's decision was unanimous, and 
came after three days of deliberation. 

The committee is compased of T. S. 
I3urnam, of Madison county, chair- 
roan; Rush W. Allln, of Mercer; Mar- 
tin L. Harris, of Indiana; Albert Day, 
of Mason; Joseph Pasaoaneau, organ- 
isation manager, of Fayette. 

The oountlea of Fayette, Bourbon. 
Shelby, Mason and Scott are made 
separate districts. Another district Is 
composed of the countii^.s of Ohio In 
the hurley belt and sliil another Is 
composed of the Indiana counties. 

The districts, as finally agreed up- 
on and announced Saturday night, are 
as follows: 

District 1, Fayette; 2, Bourbon; 3, 
Shelby; 4, Mason; 6, Scott, 6, State of 
Ohio; 7, State of Indiana; 8, Woodford 
and Franklin; 8, Owen and Carroll; 10 
Henry and Trimble; 11, Grant. Oalla- 
tin, Boone, Kenton and Campbell; 12, 
Harrison and Pendleton; 13, Bracken. 
Robertson and Nicholas; 14, Bath and 
Montgomery; 15. Fleming, Lewis, Car- 
ter and Greenup; iti, Garrard. Lincoln 
and Casey; 17, Hoyle and Mercer; 18, 
Anderson, Washington, Marion, Tay- 
lor and Green; 19, Jessamine, .Madison 
Rockcastle, Jackson and Laurel; 2U, 
Spencer. Jefferson, Bullitt, and Nel- 
son; 21, Hardin, Hart, .Meade, Breck- 
enridge, Qrayaoh, Barren, Cumberland 
Metcalfe and Larue; 22, Clark, Powell, 
Menltee and BsUU.

Daring the last few 
days apaoalators have been in the 
country attempting to buy tobacco at 
the barns. In several instances $20 a 
hundred pounds hag been paid for 
crops. All Indications point to prices 
at least t5 to |10 higher than those 
offered last year when an average of 
$750 was made on the season's crop. 

Owensboro buyers say that good 
leaf and lugs will bring hiubor prices^ 
this year, but there will not lie a 
greater demand for trash. The Green 
River crop of tobacco will run about 
30,000,000 pounds this season, it la os- 
timated. This is a abort crop, but of 
unusually fine quality. ..^

emments Boai.ls uf IMucation, Americanization societies, American 
Legions and organizations of every kind are demanding that children 
and college students should be taught patriotism, . ouereie , ,tizcn 
ship and mo per cent. Americansiu. This meaas that school teachers 
and college professors, as yet only in public schools and state uni-

cruel injustices which we hope to set ri?ht. must be revenced as a 
sacred symbol of unchanftinc social order, of political death in life. ' 

It will come somewhat as a .shock to leani that the teaching of 
patriotism, citizeiisliip, and Americanism is a "most terrible menace 
to American sehools." Heretofore it has been the conviction of our 
leaders of thought that the teaching of sueli subjects bad ,i directly 
opposite tendency to that stated by Miss Thomas. Perfect American 
patriotism among all classes o£ our citizens is an ideal to be sought 
but probablp never achieved. To teach it is distinctly an effort "to 
loake things as they should be. ' No American patriot will contend 
for a moment that "things as they are are right." The very existence 
of a Congi-ess engaged in enaetin;; legislation to meet recognized evils 
is sufficient evidence of that fact. Were our laws completely sufli- 
cient there would be no necessity for change. Let Mis.s Thomas ques- 
tion the fathers of some of her students- She will find that while 
they arc patriots themselves and want their daughters taught Amei' 
ieanism, they are far from believing that Democratic tax laws as th y 
are are right. 

The Constitution, according to this new-thought educator, is VM 
years old and, therefore, not perfect. Perhaps not, but it is as nearly 
perfect as human genius and the necessity of compromising the 
wishes of 100,000,000 people can make it. Viscount Bryce, who can 
scarcely be charged with biased Ameriennism, says the American 
Constitution is the greatest document ever turned out by the hand 
of man. H Miss Thomas' teachings were to attain a similar approach 
to perfection there could be litfb> fault found with her. She should 
reflect that it is the Constitution and the laws enacted thereniMier 
that have made possible such institutions of learning as Bryn .Mawr. 
J nd that guarantee immunity to herself when she indulges in rad- 
icalsims such as those q uoted. '•

Breaf bt Before DtsanuiBMit Con* 

(emiee at Monday's .Meet 
By French Urator. 

Washlngtou, Nov. 21. — This was. 
Kr.inee's day in the .Anns Conference. 

I'lie third plenary session, meeting 
al II a. 111. was to be given over to a 
speech by Premier Arlstlde liriand, 
bringing before the conference the 
question of land armaments. 

Briand, master dhitor, was ready 
for one of his greatest eSorta. He was 
OLt to announce FVench readineas to 
re luce her army, now ofllolally stated 
to number 786.000 armed men, to the 
lo'.vest figures compatible with na- 
(Icnal safety. 

Hu wiis [ircpared to lay PYance's 
ca<e before the assembled Jury of the 
pt V ers. hut his sijeeeli " as lo be more 
than anything else an apiieai to the 
Airivrlcan .people m understand and 
gy i.patblze with France's iiosition. 

Tiie French premier was expected 
to pamt a picture of his country men- 
aced by German hate and Russian an- 
irohy, standing as a barrier between 
liirope and devaatating war. 

This was to be Briand'a final ap- 
piarance before tbe Conference. He 
w II leave Washington Tuesday, and 
w ll sail this week for Paris. 

Rriiind's speech will bring the land 
armament iiuestion formally before 
th ( Conference. Reference of the 
qi est ion to a committee was expected 
lo conclude today's consideration of it. 

The British delegation was eager to 
hear what Rrland will say, and to 
hr.ve bla apeecb followed with con- 
crete action. Britain regards tbe 
l^enoh army aa one big reason for a 
bl r British navy.
